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County Residents Up In Arms Over Proposed 


Landfill Site On Hwy. 84 


The Coffee County 
Commission met in regular 
session on Monday, May 28, at 
the courthouse-annex in 
Enterprise, and heard a large 
delegation of county residents 
declare they were ‘‘violently 
opposed”’ to a proposed landfill 
site near their homes. é 

The start of Monday's 
meeting was moved upstairs to 
the courtroom to accomodate 
the large crowd, which couldn't 
fit in the usual commission 
chamber. Mr. Ron Kane 
acted as the spokesman for 
the delegation and presented 
the Commission with a petition 
that included the names of 
fifty-nine residents of the area 
behind the Coffee Drive-In. 
The petition stated the signees 
were violently opposed to the 
county using a plot of land 
near their homes for a garbage 
landfill. 

Former commissioner O.V. 
Waters was included in the 
delegation of concerned 
citizens, and he stated, “If the 
landfill is placed on this site it 
will cause a serious water 
run-off problem, as well as a 
breeding ground for rats and 
other pests. If there is a law 
that will protect us, we will 
pursue itl” : 

The Commission explained 
that the controversial site was 


only one of five proposed sites, 
‘and’ Comm. Den “enaith said, 


“This is just one site. We 
have made no plans to use it 
as the landfill. The geologist 
listed the site as marginal, 
which means it is not a good 
site. 1 don’t think you have 


anything to worry about.’’ 

Mr. Ronald Morris, a 
representative of Home Life 
Insurance, spoke to the 
Commission about the new 
rates for group insurance for 
all the county employees. 
Morris reported the insurance 
rates would only increase 3.7% 
over last year’s rate. Morris 
also revealed that last year the 
county paid $52,758.99 in 


premiums, and had claims 
totalling $48,174.18. The 
commission discussed the 


insurance and voted to renew 
the present contract. 

Sheriff Brice Paul met with 
the Commission and reported 
he had asked the governor to 
offer a reward for informa- 
tion leading to the capture of 
the murderer of Christopher 
Columbus Daniels, a county 
resident found murdered last 
week. Paul also reported the 
fire-escape had _—sibeen 
completed, but that it was not 
satisfactory. The sheriff stated 
he would contact the contractor 
and have the work redone.

The State of Alabama has fired a whole bunch (six) of employees 
of the State Building Commission, including the director, The 
reasons given by the Fob James Finance Director, David 
Bronner, included some wrongdoings and one case of doing 
nothing for several years. We don’t doubt there has been a lot of 
wrongdoings, and some of it is still going on today. We heard 
One amusing story about a carpenter called in to testify before 
thiscommittee of newly-appointed state employees and being 
asked several times about a cut on his forehead, and if he got it 
doing work on private property while on the state payroll, Finally 
backed into a corner, the man reportedly burst out with, ‘‘It was 
that -----. dog house the governor’s wife (Mrs. James) had me do 
over!"’ The story goes that the line of questioning quickly 
changed to something else. 


The finai results are public on the grades received on the 
California Achievement Test given as part of Fob’s campaign 
promises to teach children to fill out job applications. We haven't 
actually received the entire final report in our office, and we only 
have half the results; however, it is a bit frightening to see some 
high school senior classes are averaging seventh and eighth 
gtade learning. The report shows one county with the highest 
class score is seventh grade, eighth month (or just about what 
seventh-grade students in the Elba seventh grade, or a Coffee 
County school, scored, and LESS than the score of the Enterprise 
seventh grader! Far more than half the high-school seniors in 
the state scored below the national! average! 


The final scores on . ¢ show Enterprise students scored above 
the national average in every grade; Elba fell slightly behind in 
sgtades seven, eight, ten and eleven, while the Coffee County 
system was even in the sixth grade, but fell behind in the top six 
grades, with the senior average reaching only eleventh grade. It 
should be noted, however, that within the county system, the first 
five grades scored either the highest in the state or right up with 
the top scorers. This drastic reversal of grade trends within a 
single system tends to support Governor James’ contention that 
basic skills must be taught in the ‘‘grammar’’ school for students 
to keep up and/or stay ahead. 


The Coffee County Commission voted Monday to buy two dump 
trucks without taking bids, calling it an ‘‘emergency purchase."’ 
At the last meeting, two weeks ago, they opened bids on two 
trucks and accepted the low bid with delivery in October. Now 
they buy two more and at a lower price than the first two. We 
don’t quarrel with the cheaper price, and don’t know anything 
about the need, but we do question the action on two points: 1) 
Our reading of their right to get around the bid low by declaring 
an emergency indicates it is a limited right and doesn’t cover 
this, 2) We question the management of our county equipment 
when they have been using dump trucks for years and years, 
there is no sudden jump in need, no recent wreck of dump 
trucks, and yet, ina short span of less than two weeks, they all 
of a sudden have to buy two additional new trucks. Gentlemen, 
this can cause you more problems than your undercurrent of talk 
about putting on a 1-cent sales tax county-wide! 


The State of Florida did execute one of their death-row inmates 
last week, much to my surprise. The legal eagles ran out of 
delaying tactics and the execution took place minutes after the U. 
S. Supreme Court refused to delay it any longer. We favor 
capital punishment, yet feel sympathy for the family of the man 
executed last week. Another angle to this particular story is the 
report that his partner in crime was acquitted and now walks 
around telling just how he hit the murder victim in the head 
during the killing. He reportedly said if the truth had been told, 
he, too, would be on death row. Boy, that even’ makes me 
wonder . . . when one guilty person is executed and the other 
walks around telling about the incident (of course he mixes in 
some religion to make it sound good). 


We had a complaint this week about Mayor Folsom and City 
Attorney G. A. Lindsey ‘'giving away’’ truck loads of city water. 

We went to the place reported with our trusty camera, but any 
trucks in the area had already moved. Mayor Folsom said the 
lines need occasional drainng (we know this is often done) to get 
collected sediments out of the ends of lines. He also said he 
would rather give the water to someone needing it than to dump 
it on the ground. We don’t know if the line needed flushing or 
not, but we agree with Folsom - it is foolish to waste anything 
that can be used; however, we also shudder to think of the ways 
this idea can be abused by anyone wanting to abuse it at any 
time. Bob and Gareth were criticized by an Elba taxpayer, and 
we don’t have a black and white response! 


U. S. Senator Howell Heflin was in Elba this week and Mayor 
Folsom took him to the Pea River Dam and made a pitch for 
federal money to get the power plant back into production. We 
didn’t ask the good Senator for his response to the matter, ‘cause 
it probably would be a political answer we couldn’t understand 
anyway. The facts are - he went, he saw, and he knows what 
Bob wants. 


It has been a bit embarrassing to ye ole editor during the last 
several weeks to have people ask how the fishing was when there 
was only hearsay for an answer. There should be a law that 
prevents folks I owe from insisting on enough work to pay bills 
for something already used and forgotten!

In about 500 service sta- 
tions, most of them in the 
Midwest, there is a new gas 
pump in addition to the ones 
marked Regular, No Lead or 
Premium, It’s for gasohol, a 
fuel consisting of nine parts 
gasoline and one part alcohol 
and something that a lot of 
people believe could be a 
tremendous this 
country as we fight our future 
energy wars. 

Unquestionably, the key 
to finding a workable solution 
to our present fuel crisis is to 
reduce our dependence on 
foreign oil. This dependence 
not only fuels inflation, but it 
also contributes to our large 
foreign trade deficit and 
weakens the dollar on over 
seas exchanges. 

Gasohol, won't solve 
those problems by itself. But 
by using alcohol for 10 per 
cent of our gasoline mixture, 
we would, basically, be 


boost to 


“stretching” our: gasoline 
supplies by an equal amount 
In fact, it has been estimated 
that by 1985, pasohol use 
could reduce our oil imports 
by as much as 500,000 to 1- 
million barrels a day 

roughly S per cent of the na- 
tion’s projected oil consump- 


tion for all purposes. Others 
estimate that we could even- 
tually reduce our dependence 
on foreign oil by more than 2- 
million barrels per day, chop- 
ping $1-billion per month off 
our trade deficit. 

But energy is not the on- 
ly problem area where gas- 
ohol could help us. It could 
also greatly assist the 
American farmer. Alcohol 
fuels can be distilled from 


nearly any animal or vege- 
table product containing 
starch and = sugar, which 
means it could greatly expand 
the market for surplus wheat 
and corn. It would also create 
a valuable new market for 
distressed crops that would 
otherwise be unfit for human 
consumption, 

Added to this is the fact 
alcohol is a renewable 
the materials re- 
quired for its production can 
be grown each year. Oil, on 
the other hand, is non- 
renewable in addition to be 
ing very expensive, The more

There are signs now that 
even the government is begin- 
ning to admit that gasohol 
may have a role to play in our 
energy future. In the past, 
bureaucratic red tape has ef- 
fectively strangled gasohol’s 
potential. Beyond that, the 
cost of complying with goy- 
ernment statutes and of 
meeting federal tax obliga- 
tions had been tremendous, 
and had played a prime role 
in discouraging its produc- 
tion, 

However, the Treasury 
Department has now begun 
to eliminate some of those 
bureaucratic obstructions. 
Now, any person who wants 
to produce alcohol as a liquid 
fuel for use in his automobile 
or on his farm or his business 
is exempt from a lot of the red 
tape, taxes and other un- 
necessary expenses that were

previously incurred. 


In the U.S. Senate, 
Frank Church of Idaho has 
introduced legislation _ this 
year mandating that at least 
10 per cent of the fuel used by 
automobiles in 1990 be 
gasohol. And Rep. Berkley 
Bedell of Iowa has a bill that 
would guarantee farmers new 
and higher profits with price 
supports for crops used in 
alcohol production. Such a 


program, he believes, can 
replace the Agriculture 
Department's existing  set- 


aside plan by guaranteeing 
farmers a target price for 
gasohol crops. 

And what is the impact 
on the American automobile? 
Well, gasohol sells today 
competitively at about the 
price of unleaded premium 
gasoline. Alcohol fuels have 
been shown to get identical -- 
and, in some cases, even 
better -- mileage than gas- 
oline, and can be burned in 
existing car or truck engines 
without damaging them. 
Gasohol is a_ high-octane, 
clean-burning fuel that great- 
ly reduces engine knocking 
and improves cold-weather 
Starting capacity. It also 
decreases engine wear, thus 
lowering maintenance costs. 

As I said before, gasohol 
is not by any means the sole 
solution to the energy prob- 
lem. I don't think there is any 
one single answer. But by 
combining our existing tech- 
nology with alternative tech- 
nologies such as gasohol and 
solar energy, I believe we can 
have a significant impact on 
the direction our energy 
future takes.

No federal spending pro- 
o-nm has a greater record of 


ud and abuse than the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA), first 


enacted in 1973 for the pg ier 
of assisting state and local 


governments train the low- 
skilled and hard-core 
unemployed. 


I have supported the CETA 
concept because its stated 
purpose is to train the 
“‘untrained”’ --. to prepare the 
“‘hard-core’’ unemployed for 
permanent long-term 
employment. 

However, the program has 
continually been racked with 
scandal, such as the one which 
has just broken about the 


Washington, D. C, CETA 
program, My colleague, 
Congressman John 


Cavanaugh, a Democrat from 
Omaha, Nebraska, has just 
revealed that, in 1978, the 
District of Columbia De- 
partment of Corrections paid 
more than one-half million 
dollars in CETA funds to 
inmates being held in D.C. 
correctional institutions. 

Some 27 inmates serving 
from 15 years to life at the 
Lorton Reformatory for crimes 
such as murder, rape, and 
armed robbery, are receiving 
CETA salaries of up to $13,000 
per year. 

One inmate who gets 
$9,838 per year as a plumber 
cannot be released from prison 
before the year 2003. Another 
serving 54 years for armed 
assault gets $9391 for working 
as a library technician in the 
logy Three inmates serving 

e for crimes involving 
murder, robbery and 
conspiracy, are each receiving 
$9,838 for their respective 
work as culinary cook, admin- 
istrative clerk, and laundry 
operator. Still another convict 
serving life for murder and 
armed robbery gets $10,540 as 
a supply unit warehouseman. 

The irony of this situation is 
that the yers are suffer- 
ing a double ripoff. They are 
paying $10,000 a year in CETA 
salaries to incarcerated 
criminals who are nowhere 
near parole or freedom, while 
at the same time paying prison 
costs of $9,800 per ner per 
year to house, and clothe 
them. At the same time, D.C. 
only charged these ‘‘CETA 
prisoners’ $2.00 per day for 
room and board. A news 
re states that these 
prisoners even get paid 
vacation and the five and 
one-half percent cost of living 
raise given other federal em- 
ployees last year. 

Congressman Cavanaugh 
believes this scandal may be 
nationwide and costing the tax-

payers millions. He has asked 


the Department of Labor to 
half all further expenditure of 
CETA funds to pay salaries of 
incarcerated criminals, and to 
iniate proceedings to recover 
the funds wrongly expended 
through this program. 


The tragedy of such gross 
abuse is not only that the 
taxpayers are being cheated, 
but that thousands of honest, 
law-abiding citizens who need 
the training CETA provides, 
are shut-out of the program 
because funds are being mis- 
used and wasted. In this case, 


criminals are being treated 
better than the law-abiding 
citizen. 


I believe we should provide 


trainig programs for incarcerat- 
ed criminals so they can 


return to society with an 
employable skill. However, I 
don't believe the taxpayer 


should pay them big salaries 
while they are being trained at 
government expense, 


I am co-sponsoring a bill 
introduced by Congressman 
Cavanaugh which will prohibit 
incarcerated criminal cffenders 
from participating in the CETA 
program. CETA funds should 
only be used to train the 
unemployed who are trying to 
become productive in our free 
economic system.

A pastor in a seaside vil- 
¢ in New England tells the 
feflowing story: 

It seems that one morning 
in October when he was down- 
town, he dropped by a cob- 
bler’s shop to watch him pound 
the leather with his hammer 
and listen as the happy cobbler 
hummed a merry tune.

We know that the prices of 
feeder pigs and finishing hogs 
will vary over a period of 
years, but we believe seven out 
of ten years they will be a 
profitable enterprise. If you 
are interested in producing and 
marketing feeder pigs, or 
swine expansion, call Dan 
Presley at 894-5596. 


SOYBEANS 

Coffee County growers will 
probably plant about 40,000 
acres of soybeans this time. 
We have soybeans planted in 
every community in the county, 
but a lot of the acreage is in 
the southwest (Kinston area) 
part of the county. Soybeans 
have a way of growing on 
people. Many farmers enjoy 
growing beans. They are a 
crop which you have to grow to 
learn how to handle. We have 
several producers planting for 
the first time this year. 

The critical time for soy- 
beans is out in late August and 
September and early October 
when they need rains to ma- 
ture. We had some dry 
weather last year which hurt 
yields. Some years soybeans 
are very profitable and other 
years just so-so. It is interest- 
ing to know that gross income 
in 1978, from soybeans, was 
just about equal to our gross 
income from peanuts 20 years 
ago. 


PEACHTREE BORER 

Some of our agribusiness 
firms are getting in materials 
to control the peachtree borer. 
Dursban and Loraban are ex- 
cellent insecticides to control 
the peachtree borer. The borer 


will kill peach and plum trees. 

They cause a jelly-like sub- 
stance to form at the base of 
the tree and a couple feet up 
the trunk. They are very 
destructive. Lorsban or Durs- 
ban or Thiodan 50 WP should 
be applied to the base and 
trunk of the tree, thoroughly 
wetting it. Spray July 1, 
August 1, and September 1. 

Be sure to wet the soil at the 
base of the tree. It is also 
important to control weeds.

Many landowners in the 
county have a pond they are 
managing for bass and bream. 
Proper fertilization and chemi- 
cal balance in the pond are 
important to maximize fish 
production per acre. scs 
fisheries biologist, Dave 
Kelley, and | visited several 
pond owners a week ago that 
had complained about not get- 
ting a cood coloration in their 
ponds. 

Kelley says that early and 
proper fertilization should pro- 
vide adequate phytoplankton 
bloom within three applications 
of fertilizer or something is 
wrong. Chemical balance of 
the pond is important, the 
acidity of the pond is a big part 
of the chemical balance. An 
acid condition will tie up nu- 
trients that could otherwise 
produce plankton growth. If 
your pond is not responding to 
fertilization as well as you 
would like for it to, he sug- 
gests taking a soil sample from 
within the pond area and 
sending it to the Soil Test 
Laboratory inAuburn. Simply 
gather small portions of mud 
or soil at about 2 to 5 feet 
depths from 10 to 1S points 
around the pond (not all in one 
place) and let dry. When the 
soil is dry, place in the sample 
box and put ‘“‘pond soil’’ on 
the box. 

If lime is needed in your 
pond, then agricultural lime- 
stone should be spread over 
the entire pond, at the rec- 
ommended rates. Concentrat- 
ing the lime in one or two 
spots will not provide uniform 
treatment of the entire bottom 
as needed. Several trips with 
a boat will probably be re- 
quired to spread the lime 
safely and uniformly. 

A fertilized pond will yield 
approximately 175 pounds of 
bass and bream per year, as 
compared to 25 to S50 pounds 
from an unfertilized pond. 
Close records should be kept 
on a pond where frequent 
fishing is done to avoid over- 
harvesting of fish. No more 
than 25 pounds of bass should 
be removed per acre per year, 
whereas 150 pounds of bream 
can be safely harvested per 
acre annually. Over-harvesting 
of bass can cause an imbalance 
which will result in small 
bream and poor bass hatches. 

Mr. Kelley did suggest to 
pond owners who have done a 
good job of fertilizing for over 
five years, ‘that they could 
change to a more economical 
fertilizer - super phosphates. 
He recommends using 40 
pounds of Super-phosphate or 
18 pounds of triple super 
phosphate per acre, after the 
application of the complete 
fertilizer of 8-8-2 or equivalent. 
This will help to hold down 
the cost of your fertilizer bills.

MRS. DAISY WINDHAM 


Tho’ Ole Father Time 
has dimmed her eyes, her 
hearing isn’t quite what it used 
to be, and her step isn’t as 
lively as it once was - she still 
has her vivacious personality 
and spirit, quick wit and 
friendly smile -those of you 
who have met the lady will 
know immediately to whom 
we're referring; and for those 
of you who have NOT MET 
‘‘Miss Daisy Windham,’’ all 
we can say is you NEED to 
meet her and get to know her!

Their names 
were: Andrew, Kenneth, 
Lemma, Robert (Bob), Fanny, 
Daisy, Orston, Drayton, 
Eleanor, Mittie and Totsye. 
Eleanor and Mittie aré still 
living, and both live in Anda- 
lusia. 


Miss Daisy attended 
school in Cohassett, River 
Falls, Bay Springs (in the 


country), and Elba. When 
asked how a Covington County 
girl attended school in Elba, 
she said, ‘‘My brother attend- 
ed State Normal College at 
Troy, and he met a friend who 
told him that Elba had a good 
school and a good disciplina- 
rian, who was Mr. George 
Thigpen; and he recommended 
that I attend Elba. I boarded 
with Miss Gyp Blue and her 
two sisters and their mother.

his son, Jackie. 


She met Mr. Windham 
through his nieces who lived in 
Damascus. She had gone 
home with them to spend the 
night and met him, and the 
next day, they attended church 
together. Asked if they mar- 
ried right away, she laughed 
and replied, ‘‘No-o-0, we court- 
‘ed for about 3 - 4 years.’’ 
During the courtship, she 
taught school at Straughn and 
‘Lingo schools. They were 
married in 1907. After they 
married, she quit teaching. 


Their first home was in the 
vicinity of Dr.-Warr's office. 
They lived there for about 2 
years - and moved to west 
Elba, next door to Mrs.
